A SAGEBRUSH RANCHER ACCUSED 
OF CATTLE-STEALIXG. 


Cloutl-burst in Arizona—Arrest ot 
an Opium Sm uggler—The 
Napa Boom —Etc.

TH E HONG O l SLANDER. 
Its Publication Brings a Couple of .Jour­ 
nal* Into D isrepute. 
[Copyright, 1887, by thi California Associat'd Prtss. ’ 
Chico, July 14th.—The course of the Bee 
and Examiner in the Houg Di matter cul­ 
minated this evening in the hanging of two 
effigies across Second street and Broadway, 
labeled : “ Sacramento lice—Dirty Bilk,” 
“ San Francisco Examiner, Chinese Wor­ 
shiper.” They were strung on a wire and 
hoisted with a 'oud hurrah from thecrowd. 
After banging a short time they were taken 
down and burned. The people are much 
incensed at the course those papers have 
taken, but the method showing that dis­ 
pleasure is not indorsed by the better class 
of citizens. 
ANOTHER VERSION OF THE AFFAIR. 
Chico, July 14th.—[By Postal Tele­ 
graph.]—When the jury rendered its ver­ 
dict in the Hong Di case great indignation 
was manifested at the clemency of their 
decision, as the citizens of this place all 
wished to see him hanged, but when it was 
learned to a certainty that he had been 
hanged by a mob their indignation turned 
to joy, until the San Francisco Examiner 
and Sacramento Bee made some infamous 
charges. To-night the Chico people con­ 
cluded to hang the two papers iu effigy, 
which was done about 6:30 r. m. The wire 
on which the images were hung broke two 
or three times and let them down in the 
dust, but every time they were raised amid 
the jeers and groans of the large crowd and 
a funeral march by the band. On the 
image representing the Bee was placed a 
placard bearing the inscription. ” The 
Sacramento Bee. the Big Bilk.” The one 
on the Examiner was of the same nature. 
The effigies were dressed in the oldest and 
dirtiest-looking clothing that could be 
found, as they were considered to hut repre­ 
sent the two papers. After the images had 
hung for about half an hour they were 
turned over to a crowd of small boys, who 
dragged them through the principal street, 
and then made a bonfire of them. Every­ 
body seemed pleased at the indignities 
heaped upon the two papers. 


OPIUM SMUGGLING. 
Arrest of an Fastern Sm uggler—Sale of 
Confiscated Good*. 
{Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Prtij.J 
San F rancisco, July 14th.—[Special.]— 
The customs officers to-day made an arrest 
which they confidently beiieve will lead to 
important results and may end in breaking 
up the gang of opium smugglers which it 
has long been known lias been operating 
by way of British Columbia and Canada to 
bring opium to this city. The man arrested 
gave tbe name of Alfred Rhodus. He said 
he was a resident of St. Louis, and was 
visiting California merely on pleasure. Ac­ 
cording to the story of Deputy Surveyor 
Fogarty, as told at tlfe examination of 
Rhodus before Commissioner Sawyer this 
afternoon, he suspected that Rhodus and a 
book agent named Andrews were con­ 
cerned in opium smuggling. Both men were 
shadowed, and it was found that 
Rhodus had a heavy trunk containing tin 
boxes in the cellar of the house where he 
stayed, and also that the box sent to him 
had allowed a black liquid to leak out. 
Fogarty taxed Rhodus with smuggling 
opium, and the latter atonce took him into 
the cellar, saying he would show him what 
the trunk contained. He lifted the top, 
and the trunk was found to he full of boxes 
hearing the label of what is known at the 
Custom-house as “ red brand ” opium. 
Rhodus said it was a preparation of sugar, 
but Fogarty took several tins and submit­ 
ted them to the United States Inspector of 
Drugs, who found that the liquid contained 
3.10 per cent of morphia. During the ex­ 
amination of Rhodus, however, he had a 
new story to tell. He said lie had lost 
$2.500 at a faro bank in Santa Cruz, and 
that a man named Lougevin, a St. Louis 
merchant, had given him the stuff as se­ 
curity for a loan. The United States Com­ 
missioners smiled gravely, and took the 
ease under advisement. 
The largest saie of confiscated goods ever 
held in this city was made by the United 
States Marshal to-day. It consisted of 
merchandise seized from Chinese steamers, 
and was the result of three confiscations, 
mostly opium, of which there was nearly 
two tons. The latter realized $46,500. The 
remainder of the material brought $2,500. 


ON TH E BORDER. 
Damn go Done by a Cloudburst iu A ri­ 
zona and M exico. 
Nooai.es, July .13th.—This afternoon a 
cloud burst in a canyon a few miles to the 
southeast of town, and an immense body 
of water came down tbe old creek bottom*, 
through the center of town, overflowing 
its banks, and spreading over the country 
to the north, a distance of 200 yards. No 
property was damaged on the American 
side. On the Mexican side there were five 
houses washed away, and one child 
drowned. One woman aud two children 
were swept into the current, but were, 
fortunately saved. Among the other prop­ 
erty swept away were three sewing ma­ 
chines aud twelve trunks with their con­ 
tents. 
One peculiar feature of the flood was the 
action of a little Mexican boy aged about 
12 years. When his mother's house was 
swept ffwaj i)p attempted to hold to 3 
trunk and was takeii uown with liie cur­ 
rent. Although the current was swift, lie 
held on and was last seen floundering. No 
one supposed that he would ever be rescued. 
After the storm subsided a large party went 
out and found him five miles from town. 
He was busy picking up pieces of the prop­ 
erty. but was pretty oadly bruised about 
the head and the upper part of the body. 
T. H. Healy, the station agent, who hap­ 
pened to see the woman and two children 
being carried away by the flood, bravely 
plunged into the water and succeeded in 
resciung them. 


LOVELY NA PA . 
Tlie Gent of Coast Range V alleys Ite- 
joiceth in a V eritable Boom .

Napa, July 14th.—The assessment roll 
for this county foots up $12 4000,000—an 
increase of $572,000 over last year. 
Large wine shipments have been made, 
and the wineries are getting ready for the 
coining crop.

The grape 
crop is estimated to he much lighter than 
last year. 
The contemplated building ot railroads 
from Napa to Lake county, front Santa 
Rosa to Napa Junction, and from Saticeiito 
to Napa City has caused an advance in 
Napa property ot 20 per cent, in the past 
six months. Several sales have been made 
that would even astonish the Los Angeles 
boomers.

RAILROAD CASES.

July 14th.—Rodney Burns, 
the notorious convict doing time for com­ 
plicity in the Rhonoce murder in Chicago, 
in 1SS0, was taken to the insane asylum at 
Elgin yesterday by Warden McLaughrey. 
Rodney became insane from overwork and 
study. On his entrance to the prison he 
could neither read nor write. He soon 
acquired a passion for study, and by 
working overtime procured books. In 
three years he mastered the English 
branches, Greek, Latin, French and Ger­ 
man and was well up in scientific matters. 
His cell was full of all kinds of books in 
various languages, and he was the wonder 
of the Penitentiary. 
He is the man 
whom Captain Simeon O'Donnell called 
the worst criminal in the then hardest of 
Chicago’s tough districts, the Second Fre- 
cinct.

Topics D iscussed at tbe N ational Conven­ 
tion of Edncator*. 
Chicago, July 14th.—In the Convention 
of the National Educational Association to­ 
day the report of the Committee on Nomi­ 
nations of Officers named as President 
Aaron Gove, of Colorado ; Secretary. James 
H. Canfield, of Kansas ; Treasurer, Edwin

Dr. James B. Angelí, President of the 
Michigan University, read p.n essay on the 
“ Relation ef Universities, Colleges and 
Higher Technical Schools to the Public 
System of Instruction.” The subject was 
discussed by a number of gentlemen, 
among them Mr. Campbell, of California. 
At the evening session the principal 
topic was: “ The Means and Ends of Cult­ 
ure to be provided for the American People 
beyond the ordinary School Period." This 
subject was discussed under a number of 
different heads. 
Various department meetings were held, 
as usual. In the Department of School Su­ 
perintendents the topic was : “ The Super­ 
intendent and Good Literature in Schools."

New Y obk, Jniy 14tli.—When Jacob 
Sharp entered tbe Court-room for sentence 
this morning he was so weak that lie had 
to be supported. He was accompanied hy 
his son-iri-law. Tbe attorney for the de­ 
fense said tlie trial had been an unfair one 
in several ways, and that the jury had been 
prejudiced, and, therefore, he moved for a 
new trial. Tlie Court denied the motion 
and sentenced him to four years' imprison­ 
ment and to pay a fine of $5,000. 
THE STAY GRANTED.

AT MONMOUTH PA R K . 
Trouliaciour Defeat* The Bard for the

The Coercion Ilill Among the Lords 
—Death of Krupp—The 
Crown Prince.

ANOTHER ALLY. 
Sir G eorge Trevelyn G oes O ver to the 
G ladstone Farty. 
[Record- Vninn's Special Cuidcttram—Copyrighted 
by the S'ew York Tribune. I 
London. July 14th.—Sir George Trevelyn 
has at last climbed down for good on tbe 
Gladstone side of the fence. He is to-day 
accepted as the Gladstone candidate for the 
Bridgeton if vision of Glasgow. A long 
letter defining his position appears to-day. 
This brilliantly-written and rather pas­ 
sionate manifesto consists of a dec­ 
laration of bitter hostility to 
tbe 
Liberal-Unionists. with whom Treve­ 
lyn until lately had been acting. He 
reproaches them wi th their support of the 
Tory Government, aud reproaches Hart- 
ington in particular with refusing assent to 
Gladstone s proposal for a conference, and 
denounces the Crimes Act as a measure 
framed for the arbitrary suppression ol 
political speech and political writings by 
cruel and shameful penalties. Trevelvn’s 
election is believed to be safe. 


NO DISORDER. 
The I’aris C elebration Passe* off W ithout 
Sensational Incident. 
P aris, Jnly 14th—3 p. m.—Thus far the 
celebration of the anniversary of the Fall 
of the Bastile has been commemorated 
with quietness. A demonstration was 
made at the statue of Strasburg this morn­ 
ing, but it was entirely of a peaceful na­ 
ture. The members of tiio Patriotic League 
and other associations with banners ami 
trumpeters marched past the statue and de­ 
posited upon it colossal memorial crowns. 
As this was done there was a few cries 
from the procession of "Vive la France,” 
“ Vive la Republique,” and " Vive Boulan­ 
ger,” but there were no attempts at dis­ 
order. 
4 p. m.—President Grevy, accompanied 
by all the members of the Ministry, left 
the Palace Elysee at 3:30 o’clock this after­ 
noon to attend a review of the troops. An 
escort of curassiers preceded and followed 
the President's carriage. The people along 
the route greeted tlie President with cries 
of “ Vive Grevy. ” 
ALL qCIET. 
P aris, July 14th.—President Grevy and 
his Ministry were greeted with some iso­ 
lated cries of “ Vive BoulaDger!” and 
“ Resign !” and a few hisses on their ar­ 
rival at Longcliauips to witness tlie review, 
but cries of “ Viva la Republique !” dora 
inated, and the people seemed generally 
disposed to be friendly. 
The review of Hie troops passed off with­ 
out incident. It was witnessed by an im­ 
mense but orderly crowd, which cheered 
the troop3 heartily. The march first began 
at 4:10 o’clock and was finished at 5:50. 
The President and Cabinet then returned to 
Paris. 
The populace this evening is calm, and 
all fears of disorder have vanished. 
INCIDENTS OF THE DAY. 
F aris, July 14th.—Henri Rochefort, Dep­ 
uties Iaiisan: and Lazeurre, and a number 
of other Irreconcilables attempted to ex­ 
cite a hostile demonstration during the 
review at I/ongchamps to-day, but tbe 
people around quickly drowned out their 
voices with cries of " Vive Grevy!” 
President Grevy has addressed a letter 
to General Feron, Minister of War. in 
whtch he says : “ The review was mag­ 
nificent.

Con­ 
vey to them my hearty congratulations.” 


SOMETHING REM ARKABLE. 
Lord l: andolpli C hurchill D raw s Cheers 
from the P arnellites. 
L ondon. July 14th.—In the House of 
Commons this evening Lord Randolph 
Churchill, resuming the debate on the 
land bill, objected to Bannerman's amend­ 
ment that the bill will he rejected only as 
raising a false issue. The Government had 
been forced to offer a temporary land 
measure before the session closed. Pro­ 
ceeding to examine the clauses ot the bill, 
he supported Dillon’s criticism on the re­ 
strictions of landholders, a clause which 
he hoped the Government would amend. 
He did not see that the tenantry 
would derive any benefit from the clause 
dealing with evictions. [Parnellite cheers.] 
He would (ear to trust Irish agents and the 
advisers of landlords with tlie powers con­ 
ferred upon them under that clause. It 
was not within the limits of physical pos­ 
sibilities to pass that clause at this session. 
1’he bill must be lightened hy throwing it 
over. 
The bankruptcy clauses were 
equally objectionable. If the Government, 
with the Irish members, would agree to 
deal with arrears by a division of judicial 
rents, instead ot by*the bankruptcy clauses, 
the bill would be deprived of its worst 
features and become acceptable to the 
country. 
Sir William Vernon Ilarcourt congrat­ 
ulated Lord Randolph on his clear expo­ 
sition of tiie defects of the bill. If Lord 
Randolph’s spe^fh led to a new develop­ 
ment of the hill, tho House would have 
no difficulty in passing it. 
Goschen,* Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
speaking on behalf of the Government, 
said that while they would uot attempt 
to disguise the difficulty of their task, 
they would refuse but a single vote by 
making any concession against their con­ 
victions. Dwelling on the temporary char­ 
acter of the hill, he said the Government 
will do their best to meet the views !f 
gentiemen on the other side in regard to 
the lease-holders’ clause, but he boldly 
defended tbe eviction clause. 
Parnell upon rising was loudly cheered. 
He said he thought Goschen was looking 
rather to the enhanced value of property 
under his future land purchase hill than to 
the interest of Irish tenants. The Govern­ 
ment proposes to ah ilish evictions hy ex­ 
ecuting them nnder another name. with , 
the object of getting rid of the record of j 
such transactions. He warned the Govern­ 
ment that the land scheme would not offset 
the national feeling in Ireland.

Earl G ranville Fight* the Coercion B ill 
in tlie H ouse o f Lords, 
London, July 14th.—In the House of 
Lords this afternoon Baron Ashbnme, Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, moved the second 
reading of the crimes bill. In making the 
motion he described the bill as a measure 
intended to counteract tbe criminal and de­ 
moralizing system of intimidation now 
reigning in Ireland. 
Earl Granville said he would not deny 
that the Government, finding itself unable 
to maintain law and order by existing 
measures, had a right to apply to Parlia­ 
ment for further powers, but when the re 
strictions proposed suspending the com­ 
mon jtcrsonal rights, tbe clearest proof was 
required to justify an exceptional law. 
The 3tate of Ireland was as peaceable now 
as in 1885, when the ordinary law was 
found sufficient. Everybody’ kne* the 
real aim of the bill was to suppress com­ 
binations that interfered with the policy of 
the Government and brand them as illegal. 
The opposition having done it* utmost to 
resist the passage of the bill, must leave 
upon the Government the responsibility for 
tne results. 
The Duke of Argyle, Lord Carnavon and 
others spoke, and tbe bill was then read 
the second time. The measure will be dis­ 
cussed in committee to-morrow.

FURTHER PROCEtMKGS IX THE

DISPOSAL OF CITY GARBAGE. 


The disposal of garbage by scavengers 
in San Francisco is exciting a good deal of 
interest in that city and it is now pro­ 
posed there to employ the method of de­ 
stroying refuse that lias beet: in long and 
successful operation in Leeds, England— 
by cremation. 
It is the only sensible svs- 
tem. 
The disposal of garbage gathered 
in Harrc.mento ought to interest our [>eo- 
ple oven more deeply than the question as 
applied to San Francisco does the people 
of the metropolis. 
This city is in a warm 
belt nnd upon a plain. I t has no tide 
water into which to dump, and is perforce 
comjM lied to place its garbage upon the 
soil in the outskirts of the town. 
A place 
so situated of all others is most impera­ 
tively commanded by sanitarv science to 
cremate the garbage and thus destroy all 
possibility of its contam inating the atmos­ 
phere. 
Thus far the city has got along 
well enough, perhaps, but it is growing 
rapidly and the amount of garbage for re­ 
moval has greatly increased in recent 
years. 
The question of its disposal, there­ 
fore becomes an important and pressing 
one. 
The Improvement Association could 
do good service by putting a committee at 
work upon the question to ascertain the 
facts and make them known to the Asso­ 
ciation. 
For there is no need for any 
secrecy in the matter. 
If, as we believe, 
our 
garbage 
dumps are becoming an 
offense and 
are 
altogether 
too near, 
they ought to be abolished at once. 
The 
city has a simple, cheap and effective 
remedy whenever it sees fit to apply it. 
It can burn all the garbage and utterly 
eliminate any possible question of evil 
concerning the present system. 
At Leeds, 
a town of 100,000 inhabitants, six tons ¡>er 
«lav are disposed of in a single cell of the 
crematory, which is simply a brick fur­ 
nace with a reverberatory arch of fire­ 
brick, and the ordinary grates and open­ 
ings for the injection of the refuse. 
Heat 
and fire are the sjiecitic disinfectants and 
purifiers. 
I here are no other agencies to 
compare with them, none at once so com­ 
plete and entirely effective. 
Little or no 
fuel is used in the Leeds garbage crema­ 
tory, the refuse and the gases furnishing 
the fuel needed for most p a rt 
The garb­ 
age dump yields no profit to the city; on 
the contrary it involves cost to make it, 
and it contaminates the atmosphere; but 
the garbage crematory is a source of some 
revenue. 
The result of the cremation is 
an ash that is highly valuable as a fertil­ 
izer, and parts of the result of cremations 
being combined w ith lime, 
produce a 
strong cement that finds ready sale, and 
still other parts are useful for road-mak­ 
ing. 
The metals that pass into the crema­ 
tory with the garbage, when melted down, 
find ready sale for various purposes, and 
the solder front the cans is gathered and is 
a clear saving. 
The Sanitarian, a leading 
journal of sanitary science, advocated the 
crematory system many years ago, and has 
always adhered to it as the liest and most 
economical means of disposing of citv re­ 
fuse, while its sanitary advantages, it 
proves clearly, are beyond all question- 
The very worst u>e that can lie made of 
yard and street refuse, rejected animal 
matter anil rotting vegetable matter, is to 
dump them upon the ground for the sun 
by its slow processes to dry and parch, and 
the winds to scatter abroad such of their 
particles as by drying may be thus trans­ 
ported, and at all times to convey from the 
dump piles the dangerous gases evolved, 
and which propagate filth diseases. 
It 
would cost Sacramento but a comparatively 
small sum to require all garbage to be cre­ 
mated. 
Wherever tried the plan has been 
a complete success, and there is no reason 
why it should not be here. 
Every higher 
economic and sanitary consideration de­ 
mands that the subject have attention 
now, and before the city grows much more 
]iopulous. 


CLEAK WATER A NECESSITY. 


1 he clear water question must not he 
allowed to suffer one of its annual spasms. 
It has regularly, for some years, been 
dragged to the front and tortured spasmod­ 
ically, and then laid aside for a vear to 
undergo the same process at the end of a 
twelvemonth. 
It ought to be taken up 
now, as the Improvement Association pro- 
l»oses, and so handled that some definite 
and clear-cut conclusions can lie reached. 
It has lacked thoroughness of treatment 
heretofore, and has been the subject rather 
of random than orderly consideration, 
it 
otigh t to be debated now free from al 1 bias or 
suspicion as to motives or doubts as to 
need. 
We need clear water in Sacra­ 
mento. 
The sootier we set about securing 
it the more economically will it be at­ 
tained. 
There is no sort of profit in 
“ worrying’' the question every summer, 
and then dropping it for the winter. On 
the contrary, unless it is taken hold of 
with business capacity, fearlessness and a 
determination to do something, it ought 
not to he touched. The proposition to 
assume is that clear water is an absolute 
necessity for this citv—an essential condi­ 
tion precedent to its greater prosperity. 
The is-uc as to the purity and desirability 
oi the present water supply, and whether 
it is 1 letter than that of any other citv in 
the land, cuts no figure in the case now. If 
it is adm itted to possess all the virtues of 
nectar, and to be drink fit for the gods it 
is sufficient to know that it is not fit for 
the eyesight of the stranger, and i> to him 
repulsive, and thus becomes the instru­ 
ment of harm to the reputation of the citv. 
More than this, the present system, which 
is well enough for fire purposes, street-

Nearly thirty years ago, when the State 
was wholly devoid of means of rapid tran­ 
sit, and its north and south sections were 
very far apart indeed, the Legislature au­ 
thorized a vote in the south upon the 
question of State division.

The entire vote taken on th e division did 
not aggregate as much as th at of any good- 
sizetl city of Southern California to-day. 
Of course the vote was affirmative. It w-\s 
put up to be, and could not have had 
other result. 
T hat was th e last heard of 
it. 
It was duly certified up, and on that 
certification it is now claimed the south 
can ask Congress to give its consent, and if 
it is granted, lo ! there are two States 
carved out of California. 
The idea is ab­ 
surd, and really not worth much considera 
tion. 
If a decree of limitation, bom of 
nearly thirty years of quietude, has dot 
settled that old secession nnd disloyal stat­ 
ute, the 
good sense of the people will 
settle it. 
The southern part of the State 
will never be set-ofT under that old and 
neglected law, the purposes and objects of 
which died with an unholy rebellion. 
Under the State as it is, Southern Califor­ 
nia has grown and prospered. 
It has no 
reason to complain of California. 
The 
bridge has carried it safely over; it has 
been given its representation ; 
it has had 
Governors and Lieutenant-Governors in 
the Capitol, and a fair share of offices and 
plunder. 
It has lieen called on for no 
more than its due share of burden-bearing, 
It lias suffered no wrong of either negative 
or affirmative character. 
The demand that 
it be set ofi as a new State is promoted for 
no good purpose, but simply to give office 
to a few hungry seekers after public pap.

This 
includes keeping the jail clean, sweet and 
tidy. This Mr. Connor knew as well as~T 
when he gave his testimony, wherein he 
stated “ that the officers' table was supplied 
from the county's meat," which is not 
true. Furthermore, if Mrs. Casey ate a 
meal in the county jail since the 4th day of 
January, 18S7, Mr. Connor received his 
share, or one-half of all :bat Mrs. Casey 
paid for her meals. She never eat there 
at the instance of the Sheriff. 
In writing the foregoing, I do so to cor­ 
rect a wrong impression created by a gar­ 
bled report of the reporter of the Bee on 
the 12th instant. I further desire to state 
that from the profits of the officers' table 
Mr. Connor’s hoard was reduced to thesum 
of $7 (10 for three square meals a day for 
the period of three months, at which Mr 
Cor.nor says he “ kicked.” In making this 
showing 1 wish it nnderstood that I know 
whereof I write, as ail the bills are paid 
through me, and what I state I know to be 
as stated.

Charles E. Uren, who testified yesterday, 
was recalled to answer a few questions by 
•General Carey, in cross-examination, rela 
tive to the flow of lava that he testified 
covered with a cap portions of section 7 
Witness said this lava extends over an im 
mense area of square miles. He had heard 
the impression expressed, and he believed 
the theory a correct one, that this lava flow 
came from lessen Peak, which is situated 
a considerable distance from the land in 
question. In some places the lava flow has 
a width of forty miles. Witness gave 
learned and exhaustive explanation of lava 
flows, explaining the same with relation to 
the present topography of the country. The 
presence of lava at any given point did not 
indicate that it covered an ancient river 
bed or channel. 
W in. Singer, Jr., sworn as a witness for 
the defense, testified that he was a elerk in 
the United States Land Office at Marvs 
ville during the years 1S66 and 1807, and is 
familiar with the instructions and proced­ 
ure of the United States Land Department 
from 1806 to the present time, having 
practiced in the various Land Offices ever 
since he left the Marysville oitice as a clerk 
in 1SG7. He identified List No. 4 of lands 
selected by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company in the Marysville Land Office, 
including section 7, the subject of inquiry 
in this case, and said that the acceptance 
and approval of that list (June 1, 1S67) con­ 
stituted the last act the land officers could 
perform with respect to the lands described 
in the list, and terminated the jurisdiction 
of the local officers over the lands thereof 
as eflectually as the consummation of an 
appeal terminates the jurisdiction of our 
State trial Courts. 
After approval and 
filing of this list the lands described therein, 
so far as the local land officers were con­ 
cerned, had the same status as patented 
land. 
He was examined as to the official plat 
and the returns of the United States Sur­ 
veyor-General as to this section. He said 
the plat and return established the char­ 
acter of the section to be agricultural. 
At 
any time after the filing of this official 
plat the railroad company were entitle.! to 
select and have this section patented to it 
as non-mineral land, without making any 
proof that the land was not mineral, be­ 
cause the character of the land was offici­ 
ally established by the return of the Sur­ 
veyor-General. 
If the land had been 
returned by the Surveyor-General as m in­ 
eral land the railroad company would have 
had to disprove and defeat the return be­ 
fore it could have the land listed or pat­ 
ented. 
The witness was shown the mineral affi­ 
davit filed in the Marysville Land Office, 
September 23, 1867, alleging that this and 
other sections in the same township are 
mineral in character, and said that the 
local land office could not properly file the 
affidavit at that date, because the lands de­ 
scribed therein had been approved to pat­ 
ent June 1, 1867, after which last date 
all affidavits and complaints should have 
been tiled with the General Land Office at 
Washington. That even had this affidavit 
been filed prior to the land being listed to 
the company it would not have operated to 
defeat the official return of the Surveyor- 
General, as the affidavit is not sufficiently 
specific to be the basis of a contest, and no 
demand for a contest is made by it. 
Mr. Singer explained the systems and 
practices that have obtained in the United 
States Land Department respecting the de­ 
termination of the question of character of 
lands for mineral from the extension of 
the8ysteniof public surveys to California 
by Congressional Act of March 3, 1855, 
down to the present, and said that the pro­ 
cedure of the railway company in acquir­ 
ing title to the section was in strict con­ 
formity to all the Land Office regulations 
and requirements. 
James Hili was next sworn. He resides 
at what is called Lowell Hill. 
Has lived 
there for the past 20 years, having located 
there in 1858. 
Was acquainted with sec­ 
tion 7, its boundary lines and general 
topography. Had been traveling over this 
section ever since he went there in early 
days. By occupation be was a miner, and 
had been engaged in drifting, or the under­ 
ground working of gravel deposits, in that 
locality for from 12 to 15 years. 
He knew 
the Lowell Hill mine and its boundaries 
relative to section 7. When be went there 
in 1858 miners were engaged in bydraulick- 
ing in sections G and 12. Ail the work that 
has been done in the Lowell H ill mine is 
on section 12. From 1805 to 187!) witness 
was an owner in the Golden Bull mine. 
He ran several tunnels with lateral drifts 
in this mine in section 12. 
He sold 
his interest in the Golden Bull to a man 
by the name of Morgan in 1879. Morgan 
commenced running a tunnel in 1879. and 
worked in it until 1880. He ran this tun­ 
nel into section 7, where the air shaft is 
located that has been spoken cf by preced­ 
ing witnesses, and which is about 100 feet 
inside of section 7. They found gravel in 
that shaft on the bedrock, which was risin" 
and going east, indicating that they were 
on the east rim rock. They worked this 
portion of the mine two o r’ three months 
after the shaft was raised, and then went 
away and left it. 
I never worked in section 7. If a chan­ 
nel goes through that section it comes from 
Remington Hill and goes to the west of 
section 6. The Shanghai tunnel is about 
500 feet west of section 7. It runs in a 
southerly direction and away from section 
“, having a southwesterly course. Was well 
acquainted with the boundaries of the 
Swatup Angel mine. Its northern boundary 
corresponds with the southern boundary 
the

B u ll; 
have 
been 
this 
mine and 
examined 
their 
drifts. 
They 
never 
worked 
their 
mine within the limits of section 7. 
The Swamp Angel lias almost exhausted 
its pay gravel on sections 12 and 13. W it­ 
ness knew the Planet mine, and had been 
at the mouth of the tunnel, which is half a 
mile from section 7. From what I have 
seen in the Golden Rule, and Swamp An­ 
gel. in sections 12 and 13, the channel goes 
off to the south. It comes in at the point 
on the Lowell Hill mine, passes through 
the Golden Bull, Swamp Angel, East New 
York, and goes west cf the old trail to 
Liberty Hill, all west of section 7. It was 
a continuation of the channel from Rem­ 
ington Hill, which was cut in twain by 
Steep Hollow creek. Steep Hollow creek, 
below Liberty Hill, was rich in gold on 
section 12. 
Above, where tbe channel 
crosses, above the month of Snake creek, it 
was poor. 
Witness accounted tor thi-richness below 
Liberty H ill on the ground that tbe gravel 
deposit bad been cut through and the gold 
therefrom deposited in the channel of the 
creek below. 
Witoess said he knew where the Mam­ 
moth Spring Tunnel was located. Some 
Chinamen worked there for two or three 
months in the year 1878. They went off 
and left it. He was never in tbe back part 
of the tunnel, and saw but little gravel at 
the dump. 
He knew of no mining on sec­ 
tion 7. Some Chinamen were working in 
the bed of the South Fork of Steep Hollow 
creek some two years ago. But verv little 
work had been done in that stream for the 
past twenty years. For a time had charge 
of the McGuire & Patterson and Bear river 
ditches, the only ones that touch section 7. 
He sold water to the Chinaman who 
washed the dam p at the mouth of the 
Mammoth Spring Tunnel. 
They found 
no gold, and consequently he got no pay 
for his water. Witness said he does r.o't 
believe and never did that there is a gravel 
channel underlying section 7. 
On 
cross-examination General 
Carey 
[iiestioned witness very closely regarding 
all the testimony given in his direct ex­ 
amination. Said he worked in the Golden 
Bull mine in what was then known as the 
Shepmate tunnel in 1858. ¿Witness worked 
in all these tunnels in tne Golden Bull 
mine. He explained at great length his 
reasons for the belief that the channel at 
Lowell Hill was a continuation of that at 
Remington Hill, three-quarters of a mile 
distant oo an air line, separated by Steep 
Hollow creek. The entire channel of pav 
gravel, in life opinion, passed to the wes’t 
cf section 7. 
He gave an exhaustive description of the 
topography of tte section under consider­ 
ation which did not. differ frota that given 
by witnesses Uren ntzd Towle. 
He gave 
an opinion that the m icerei locations 


which extended into section 7 were so ex­ 
tended, not on account of any belief tliat 
there was mineral in seven, but to secure 
tbe timber thereof), large quantities oi 
which were used for timbering the mines. 
It was customary in locating mines to se­ 
cure land sufficient for dumping purposes 
and to secure timber sufficient for the 
working of *he mine. There was no mining 
done on section 7 within my recollection, 
except the sinking of one or two shafts and 
a little washing along the south branch of 
Steep Hollow creek, since 1858. I never at 
any time expressed a belief that there was 
a paying gravel channel underlying section 
7. Sqjne say they believe in such a theory, 
but 1 never could see any grounds for such 
a belief. All the indications observable 
convince me to the contrary opinion. 
W hile I was working in the Golden Bull 
mine, never approached within 1.000 feet 
of section 7. We ran in the direction of 7 
so long as the gravel paid us to do so. 
W hile I owned in the Golden Bull we cut 
no timber on section 7 ; that on section 12 
was nearer and more convenient and was 
cut off first. Since I sold out of the mine, 
mach of the timber has been cutoff 7, that 
on 12 being exhausted. The owner of the 
Golden Bull, when he abandoned that part 
of the tunnel which ends just inside the 
lines of 7, where the air-shaft was raised, 
told me that part of the mine was very 
poor—did not pay expenses. 
The next witness was Alonzo Cooper, a 
resident of Clipper Gap, Placer county. 
He followed raining for many vears, and 
continuously from 1858 to 1868. He mined 
as early as 1854. He located a Liberty Hill 
in 1858, where he followed mining con­ 
tinuously for ten years. In the fall of 1867 
he bought an interest in the Swamp Angel 
mine, and moved to Lowell Hill. The first 
tunnel in the Swamp Angel had been run 
into the gravel before he commenced work­ 
ing there. Tiie distance from the mouth of 
tlie tunnel toseclion 7 was from 1,600 to 1,­ 
800 feet. He knew of no mines of any value 
on section 7, and did not believe there were 
any. Had visited tbe Mammoth Spring 
tunnel. H e saw tbe gravel upon the dump, 
b it said he did not consider it pay gravel. 
His ideas of a channel coming from Rem­ 
ington Hill, through Lowell Hill, extend­ 
ing down to Liberty H ill, passing to ihe 
westward of section 7, was corroborative of 
the testimony of witnesses Uren and Hill. 
The pay gravel in his opinion lies west of 
the east rim rock, and tliat carries it to the 
westward of section 7. 
On cross examination the witness said 
he had no recollection of saying to anyone 
in 1868 that he believed there was a pay 
channel extending through section 7. 
If 
he did express such ail opinion, or hold 
such a belief at that time, it was long since 
knocked out by the developments of the 
mines, which are conclusive evidence of 
the falsity ot any such opinion. 
F. T. Maguire, an aged and very feeble 
man, who resides two miles below Lowell 
Hill, was the next witness. He owns a 
tittle mountain ranch, is a pioneer of that 
section, having come to California in 1849. 
His testimony to the early mining on Steep 
Hollow creek dated back to the time 
when the 
argonauts 
stuck their first 
pick 
into 
the 
gravel 
deposits 
of 
Nevada 
county. 
W hile 
Steep 
Hollow creek was rich in gold south cf the 
junction of the North and South Fork, 
very little gold was found above that point, 
especially on those portions inside of sec­ 
tion 7. Very little mining was done there 
after 1857. He said the Mammoth Spring 
mine was first worked in 1856, abandoned 
in 1858, stood still several years, was again 
relocated and again abandoned. Tlie last 
owners held it for a few years, doing the 
necessary work upon it to hold it. as he be­ 
lieved, on a mere speculation. The mines 
in that locality were many, many years ago 
exhausted. The miners worked as long as 
they could make anything, and when they 
could no longer make a living bv operating 
them they folded 
their 
blankets 
and 
tramped to other places where they could 
do better. The best evidence to his miad, 
of tbe worthlessness of a section for mining 
purposes was its entire abandonment by 
miners. From what be knew of section 7, 
after a residence in that locality of thirty- 
eight years, he was of tlie opinion that it 
could not be classed as mineral, nor at no 
time since 1856 could it be so classed. The 
decrepitude of this aged witness, his ina­ 
bility to see, liis evident desire to testify 
truthfully, excited not only tlie sympathy 
and admiration of the attorneys on both 
sides, but of all those present. * 
At 4:30 p . m . the Court adjourned until 
10 a . m . to-morrow. It is not likely the 
taking of testimony in this case will be 
completed before Monday next.

W h a t th e C o u rt H e ld . 
In the order of the Supreme Court af­ 
firming the judgm ent of the Court below 
in the case of Jam es Lamb vs. Reclama­ 
tion District No. 108, referred to in the dis­ 
patches published yesterday (the action 
having been brought to abate and remove, 
as a public nuisance, a levee erected by de­ 
fendant along the west bank of the Sacra­ 
mento river and across a place in said bank 
called W ilkins’ slough, and to recover dam­ 
ages for the overflowing of plaintiff’s land 
on the other side of the river, about two 
miles below, alleged to have been caused 
by said levee), the Court held as follows: 
First—In order to entitle a party to recover 
damages for an alleged injury it is neces­ 
sary that two elements should exist: First, 
the party complaining m ust have received 
an injury in person or property ; second, it 
m ust have resulted from an unlawful or 
wrongful act of the party complained of. 
Second— Large rivers like the Sacramento 
and Mississippi rivers must be considered 
as enemies of the lands along their banks— 
and if one owner of land along the hanks 
of such a river attempts to protect his land 
from damage by overflow, by the erection 
of dikes or dams, an adjacent owner can­ 
not complain of the act, but must seek pro­ 
tection by doing likewise. 
Judgm ent affirmed.

C a u tio n In C rossing a Ita ilro a d T r a d e 
November 1, 1884, near Black’s Station, 
George Glasscock, a farmer residing in the 
vicinity, was driving across the railroad 
track when his vehicle was struck by a 
special train and he received fatal injuries. 
In course of time his widow brought suit 
against the railroad company, in the Su­ 
perior Court of Yolo county, tor damages 
sustained through her husband’s death, 
but the Court granted a nonsuit. The m at­ 
ter was appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which, on the 13th instant, decided in bank 
as follows: 
First—W hen a party approaches the 
crossing of a railroad track it is his duty, 
at least to some extent, for his own protec­ 
tion to use his eyes in looking for an ap­ 
proaching train, and his failure to do so 
would be contributory negligence, and pre­ 
vent a recovery, notwithstanding the negli­ 
gence of the defendant in failing to ring 
the bell or blow the whistle of the loco­ 
motive. 
Second—W hile the question of negli­ 
gence is nearly always a m atter for the 
jury and the burden of proving contribu­ 
tory negligence rests upon the defendant, 
yet, when it appears front the undisputed 
facts—shown by the plaintiff’s own evi­ 
dence—that the plaintifl’ has not exercised 
such care as men of prudence usually ex­ 
ercise in positions of like exposure’ and 
danger, the question is one of law for the 
Court. 
Third—A witness should testify only as 
to facts and not conclusion from facts,"un­ 
less testifying as an expert. 
Judgm ent affirmed.

tion for furnishing a system of filters, of 
the Hyatt design—such as was exhibited at 
the last State Fair—for the city water 
works. The cost will be at the rate of $15,­ 
000 for each million gallons used daily. As 
the city at times uses 6,000,000 gallons per 
day, it follows that the cost of the system 
will be $90,000. It is claimed that the 
filters act automatically and will last many 
years, and that water can he forced through 
them and distributed through the mains 
with almost as much pressure as though 
the filters were not used. 


B oard of E q u a liza tio n.—The County 
Board of Equalization adopted yesterday a 
resolution to proceed at once to take up the 
assessment rolls, and read the assessments 
seriatim, making note of those requiring 
action in the nature of equalization. They 
will go through the city roll first, and then 
the county, reading several hours each day 
until the work is completed, when parties 
whose assessments appear to need attention 
will be cited to appear and show cause.
